France has a nominal legislative body, hut we 
all know what tltnt amounts to; while the Ger- 
man diet;- are oaly of oeuuiional oeciirrem e. 
All the other governm^nt<. Prussia, Ktissia, 
Austria, Turkey, an controlled hy royal or 
imp 'rial Count tla, presided over hy their re- 
spective monarehs. 

During thi' \nv-l year Sardinia has raised 
bcrself into a brBBtst exception. By the con- 
»iuest or annexation of I*omb»rdy, Komagna 
and Tu<eanv, issl tsM become a first -rnte pow- 
er, jiosses-inj; the most tortile and bcautiral re- 
viou i»i Europe, and a popnlssjow of n-marka- 
hle entiTii: ise and sagueity. Her legi-lature, 
now Inseariofl at'luiin. may p ovokea eomjar- 
isoa with the Ui ii^i rarlianu nt, either in re- 
spect to the nhility of it.s meiul-ers or Ihe dig- 
uirv ot its procejMUin. The Italians are a vi- 
vacious race, naturally eloquent, and some of 
tin speeches that have beta lately made, on 
the question of annexing Savoy to France, 
have exhibited s rare oratorical talent. No 
restraints arc pel on the expression of opinion; 
the conduct of the government i.H arraigned 
with as much freedom as an American Con- 
gressman speak* of an administration that he 
does not like; and thiaigh there is not as yet 
an organized opposition, there arc evidently 
hostile parties in process of formation. 

lu the debate to which we have just referred 
the principal speaker! were ltitazzi. the cx- 
Minister, and Count Cavour. Others took 
part in it, esjaxially the Savoyards, who wish- 
ed to record their di-approval, or approbation 
of, the treaty by which their country had been 
conveyed to another power; but the burden of 
the discussion fell upon the two wc have named. 
Katn/zi spoke for three hours, "with a some- 
what subdued voice," says a letter writer for 
au English journal, "hut with a volubility aud 
rapidity which reminded one of the English 
bar. His arguments were dear, his style easy 
and elegant, his reasoning clever, aud the 
whole delivered iu good tnstc, without iffsct- 
atlon, in a natural and pk-asing way." He be- 
gan bv declaring frankly his hostility to the 
Cavour ministry, which he accused 01 infidel- 
ity to the principle of nationality, by whieh 
L'iedmont had become, powerful, and placed 
IterselfaJ no heed of Italy. By the cession 
of Nice the croat policy of Italian unity had 
been disowned m tavor of a new policy of ag- 
grandisement. It bad deprived the nation of 
a valuable limb. Nice was ostensibly Italian: 
already live centuries ago, when independent, 
she gave herself freely to Italy, thus solving at 
that remote time the* question of nationality; 
and for live centuries, m good and evil days, 
she had remained loyal nnd faithful to Italy. 
.Moreover, bv the cession of Sevoy and Nice, 
Italv had lost her natural defences; France 
was given a foothold on her soil, and thus, 
while sbe was oi»eii to Austria on the east, the 
keyeel the west were given to France. Ka- 
Uutxl urged other coiisitleratious in the same 
vein. 

Cavour rose to reply, and spoke alas lor 
three hours. His speech was more animated 
than that of htt o p ponen t, and distinguished by 
great tomprebtnsivcucss of view; it was the 
statesman who spoke, whilst in Batassi it was 
only the advocate. After a warm reply to 

Fuiitoni, Bnerasxl, and other sneacarm, he 
turned t»> Retaan'i arguments, which he ooau 
battcd with much force. Nice, heconteuded, 
hud never been Italian; when in 137"> she gave 
herself to the Red Count of Savoy, she gave 
herself to a prince of the French tongue, w ho 
had not yet extended bis power beyond the 
Alps. The (fpper part of the country is com* 
monly called La France Kustiquc, and the 
chief town is known as Xizie di Froven/.a; the 
language ul the country is Provencal, many of 
the legislative deputies for the last twelve year* 
addressed the Chambers in French, and even 
those who spoke Italian never transacted bu- 
siness with the ministry Otherwise than in 
French, which WM familiar tn them. The 
principal journal of Nice was written in French, 
and tor the last ten years it has iccommcnded 
the annexation to France; and the result of 
the election sufficiently shows the tendeucy of 
the population. Uy au overwhelming vote 
they hud declared to rejoin their ancient kin- 
dred. 

As to the opposition founded on military 
considerations, Cavour maintained that it was 
w holly gratajtoof'. The modifications which

I have no wish to claim, either in my own 
name or in that of the religious coimnunitv to 
which I belong, any exception from the laws of 
the State or of this Union. It remains, there- 
fore, for the Corporation Counsel and yourself to 
proceed in the matter as it is enjoined" upon you 
to do by your oath of office. 
., Mr. Delavan then writes to the Corporation 
Counsel to know whether the penalty can be en- 
forced against clergymen for not recording mar- 
riages; to which the Judge replies that "the law 
makes no distinction between clergymen and other 
persons, and I see no reason why the penalty may 
not be enforced against any nmnwho transgresses 
the law. without regard to his calling." 

Here the matter rests at present, although it is 
probable that, nnder the law, and with tho taunt 
of the Archbishop about doing the duty required 
by their oath of office, the City Inspector and the 
Corjwration Counsel will take legal measures to 
show the Archbishop that he cannot defy n state 
law. 

In Catholic Fnnoo, t lie registry system is very 
perfect, and we do not hear that any scuples about 
left-handed marriages, or those resulting from 00- 
OSMOttoo ''cutuiled by t_o corruption of morals, ' 
place the clergy in SB iWitudc of hostility to the 
wine regulations of the Covcrnment. The* "heat- 
ed term," while it finds the Archbishop readv for 
a "prison or a scaffold, ' seems to have found" him 
equally well prepared for one of those controver- 
sies in which he delights to engage, and by which 
he is brought prominently before the public, not 
always it must be confessed, with the most tri- 
umphant results to himself. The City Inspector 
does not ask a betrayal of the weak DOtSoOOf human 
nature which "turns up in the form of pooltoneo.' 1 
He wants only the fact of a marriage and cares 
nothing for the 4 "domes tic iniquities" which the 
Archbishop is. so anxioua to keep to himself. The 
ubaurdity of the prelate's reply, and his rather 
utiuecessarily presumptuous defiance of the offi- 
cers of law, will admit of no other course on the 
part of those gentlemen, than a legal test of the 
meus'ire of "civil Ifborty" which naturally be- 
longs toan Archbishop iu" our favored land.

coat festival occasion, gave the following accouo 
of the first trip made by a locomotive on this OQli 
tiueut;

locomotive. The circumstances which led Fo in 
iM-mg aloue on die engine were the»e: The roud 
had been built in the summ r; the structure wit- 
o| hemlock timber, and rails of large diinen<ior 
notrhi-d on caps placed far apart. The timl e 
hud cracked and warped from ex|K>sure to the sun 
After atx>ut 300 feet of a'raight line, the read 
crov-etl the Liekawaxen creek on 'resile woik 
Mbout 30 leet high, wi.h a curve of 365 to 400 fee 
radius. 

The impression was very general that tab iroi 
monster would either break dowa the road or it 
would leave the track at the curve and piling- 
into the creek. My reply to such apprehend n* 
was that it was to«> late to consider the probabili 
ty of such occurrences; there was no orher cours* 
than tn have a trial made of the strange animal 
which had been brought here at a great expense;

Soon af er lie 
marie a similar diagnosis. He thrust his lancet as 
batOra and out ru-hed the patient's blood aud fail 
life with it. The next morntng Mr. Dnssa araf 
found dead and floating iu his blood, lie had di 
vidtd a femoral irtery. 

I have doomed people, and seen others doom 
them, over and over again, on the strength ■ 
physical signs, and they hace Hyed in the BBOI 
toutumacious and iCsanHftcaUy uojuMitiahle man 
ner as long as they liv*d. and notne are living still 
1 see two men in the streets very of' en. who wan 
h->ih as good as dead in the opinion of all Whs 
BOW them in their extremitv. People will bssn 
on living someiiin-s, tbnu,h manifestly moi i 
band. In Dr. Eider's lite of Kane vu will rim 
a storv of this sort, told by Kane himself. Th 
captain of a ship was djrtesj of scurvv, but th 
crew mutinud. and be gave up dying for tbt 
present to tuke care of them.

— Dickens, in his own pecu- 
liar way, thus relates the * , circuinbKMition' ex- 
perience of an inventor in attempting to procure 
an English patent: u wuen the Christmas holi- 
days were over, I went up to London by the par- 
liamentary train, ami hired a lodging for one 
week from Th<>uia$ Joy. He informed me that 
the first siep to be taken iu patenting the inven- 
tion was to prepare a petition antojQuosn Victoria. 
A declaration before a Master in Chancery wa- 
to be added to it. These we likewise drew up. 
After a deal of tnaiMe I found out a Master In 
Southampton building*. Chancery Line, nigh 
TeinpU Bar, where I made the declaration. »nd 
paid eighteen pence. I was told to take the de 
claration and petition to the Home Office, h 
WhPehalL where I left it to lie signed by the 
Home Secretary (after I had found the office out) 
aud where I paid two pounds two and sixpence 
In six days he signed it, and I was told to take it 
to tho Attorney -Genera I's chamber^, and leave h 
there for a report. I did so, and paid four pounds 
four. Note: Nobody (all through) over-thank- 
ful far their money, but all u icivil. 

"My lodging at Thomas Joy s was now hired 
for another week, whereof five days were gone.
